The^Toibs , com^ of the bar-

Britiah ■ Parliament, which it ac- 
counfe' fo^;^ ia- this way: In- 
spired by former Parliamentary tri- 
umphs, the Premier misoalculuted his 
Rtrongth. Ho attempted to please 
everybody, and succeeded in jilcasinp- 
nobody. Leastwise did ho siiccoed in 
pleasing Ireland. Of tho work of the 
session the historian will not liavo a 
great deal to say. By the Judicature 
Bill tlic Lord Cbaucollor hii;! iit last 
succeeded in cfl'ecting the cliungo pro- 
jected by Lord Cairn's Comniissioii. 
T-ie High Court of Judicature will in- 
clude twenty -one laoniber.s, under tlio 
presidency of the two Chief Justices 
and the Chief Baron. Tho Supronio 
Court of Appeal will consist of the 
Lord Chancellor, tho Chief Baron, the 
INIaster of tho Bolls, tho Lords Justi- 
ces, tho Poors who have held judicial 
otHce, aud tho permanent members 
of the Judicial Comniittce of the 
Privy Council. Intermediate Appeals 
are abolished; and the Supreme Court 
will exercise exclusive Appellate Juris- 
diction in all English, Indian, and 
Colonial cases. Yielding to a fanciful 
scruple, the Lord Chancellor conceded 
that tho House of Lords should still 
be tho Court of Appeal for Scotland and 
Ireland, and that Ecclesiastical cases 
should be, as at present, decided by 
ibe Judicial Committee. The measure 
is, without . doubt, the Bill of the 
session, and, more than any other, the 
^TiuES thinks, ''redeems from insigni- 
ficance the~ legislative performances of 
the Government." Mr. Stansfeld 
carried through the House of Conv 
mons an unpretending Bill for extend- 
ing the area of rateability to certain 

. Mnds of property which had not been 
included in the Elizabethan Act; but 
it was summarily rejected by the Lords, 
on account of some legal defects, which 
the Times thinks should have been 
cured and a good and useful measure 
preserved. The Teleguaph, however, 
opens an article on tho subject by 
thanking the Lords for tho loss of tho 
Bating Bill. The Budget was, on tho whole, 
satisfactory. A penny iu tho pouud ol 
IncomQ Tax is taken olT, for whicli pur- 
pose a million and n half lias buen sol 
aside; and a similar sum has been iippliod 
to the depreciation by one Iialf of tlie Su- 
gar duty, a relief to the poorer consumer. 
Although his admimistrution no longer 
enjoys tho poijularity or tho inlhionco ol 
its vigorous prime Mr. Gladstone's siij)- 
oriority in debate has ])rol)Lil)iy never been 
moro conspicuous tlian during tlio late 
session, and hia great antagonist, Mr. 
Disraeli, has prudently fought shy of 
him. In the details of administrstiou the 
Government Deportments Lave not shown 
to good advantage. Tho worst scene of 
the session occurred on onejof its last days. 
A dispute aroHO as to responsibility "for 
£8,r)0J, voted for tho extension of N'ictor- 
ia Embankment which led to some tin- 
pleasantness, and it led to a regular and 
most unseemly quarrel between tho dis- 
putants (Mr. Lowe and Mr. Ayrtou), 
■wMph' Hva8';"bar6d-''b6fore the Ilouao. 
Mr. Ward' Hunt rose and asked if 
Mr. Lowe and Mr. Ayrton w[>re on 
speaking terms; Mr. Lowe refused to rise. 
The sSpecfttlor apportions tho blame thus: 
"The first half of tho blamo rests willi Mr. 
-Ayrton, who mutinied; but the second half 
must go to Mr. Lowe, who did not try to 
explain his own view, or even his own de- 
termination to the Board of Works." The 
same pajjer notices as two very significant 
points of tho session tho ^'niwing inde- 
jjendenco (almost arroganci^Jdf tho Lords, 
and the curious fact that, wliile tho pres- 
tige of the Government has boon steadily 
waning, while a reaction has set in which 
may swamp the party, and while the Com- 
mons have become unbearably cantanker- 
ous and unmanageable tho iiorsonal jjres- 
tigo of most individual IMinisters has not 
in tlio least declined. Tho party would 
scarcely change the Cabinet if it" could — 
for how replace Mr. Lowe? — and yet that 
Cabinet is dying, without many tears oven 
from its own aide. Kefcrriug to the pro- 
rogation scene (the liDyal Commission 
having been two huui's bi.diind timo in 
arriving from tlio Isle of Wight) the 
Times remarks, "Asitwas tluu-o was a C(.'r- 
tainappropriatnessinthe iniHiidventiire. Li 
fairly capped the history of the Hossion. 
It was, indeed, rather hard upon tiie 
American ladies who came to wituess tho 

' ' oereriio'ny to have to wait two hours i.nd 
then see no moro than a score of mombr-rs 
to represent both Houses; but tluiy s.it it 
out with tho eiulunmco of tlieir se.v and 
nation, and pi;rliai)s tliey consoled thoni- 
selves by ihinidng that tho Hpectacle was 
just wart might boexpootod from the Okl 
Country." 

More Red-Tapo. 

Not long ago a code of rogulntions for 
tho acquisition of free grants was issued 
from the oflico of Lands and Works. In 
criticising it at tho time, wo stated that 
intending settlers would find tho services 
of a lawyer and a surveyor indisponsibh,' 
for the purpose of interpreting and com- 
plying with these regulations, Buoh was 
their dharaoter for ambigioiis complexity . 
Very much in tho same S))irit would np 
pear to bo tho instructions, issued from 
tho same ollico about tho same time, for 
the survey of mining claims. So strongly 
is tliis felt in Cariboo that the Seiiliiicl, a'n 
organ of tho Government, has felt itselt 
impolloil to denounce the so callod in- 
structious iu no measured terms. It is 
OBsertod that they aro sp~ involved and 



compliance with their provisions so ex- 
pensive as to place tho benefits of the lib- 
eral provisions of the new mining law 
l>v:\'--;.ieally beyond tlin reach of tho great 
bulk of tlio miners. A^erily tho faculty of 
tlie present Chief Commissioner for stran- 
gling liberal legislation by an undue ap- 
plication ofvod-tapo is somothing won- 
derfnl...'In this rolpbotslfdVoutstrips all 
wlio have gone bofoWhiiiiiV'The real bent 
and goiiins of his mind came oat beanli- 
fuUy iu the Eli Harrison case; and it is in 
afair way of having another illustration 
in a case equally dnraniug. Aud thiy is 
the "People's uovernmont"!

Websler rs, Monhni lit— 'Thin -^vaa an ac- 
tion of replevin brought uiulor tho uew 
Reple via Act, 1873. It was proved tlmt 
tfae flefaadanti,! on^^tlio 12th September, 
1870, bdn*owed from tlio plaintiff fifty tlol- 
lars, and nssocnrity for whiclinmount ho 
dolivered to tlio pliiintiff a pnper writing 
inu-porting to bo a bill of salo of certain 
Eousoli.old Gllouta unsiguoil by tho do- 
foiidant. The money not having beou 
paid, tho plaintiff clnimod the goods as 
ftavirifirl^eon solil to him; : 
*' Mr. Drhlce, for tlio defendant, claimed 
n nonsuit on two grounds: Firstly, that 
this was a coutiiuit for tho sale of goods 
■w-itiiin tho litli section of tlio statute of 
frauds, and not having been signed by the 
party to bo charged, or bis agent, vas 
void. Secondly, the nllogod bill of sale 
»'«4olbo yoid, not hivring been exeout«d 
nnd registered under the provisiona of 
theBilUof Sale Act, 1870. 

Mr. Diivic, for tho plaiutilT, argued that 
tho sale -was not invalid under tho ITtli 
HGction of the Htatute of Prands, as it 
came witliin the exception of thatstatuto, 
Bomething in earnest hnving been given; 
that tho oommon law rule govornod tho 
transaction, and that neither signature 
nor writing was neoesaary. Ho aho ar- 
gued that tho Bills of Sale Apt was pass- 
ed merely for tho proteetion of creditors, 
and was iiofc intended to enable a debtor 
to dispute his own act and defraud his 
creditor and that, consequently, registra- 
tion, though npcessary in order to main- 
tain action as against n creditor, was not 
neoesaairy as against the debtor himself. 
J^he Judge was of ^opinion that tka aale 
was void, no note or momorandum in 
w^ting having lioon signed and no rogia- 
tfftion having taken place, imd gave 
judgment for tho defendant accordingly. 

The plaintiff's attocaejf'gave -notice of 
appeal against the de'pision.

He tluMUflit that no <[uestions of 
general policy, the cH'ects of wliich wore 
not contined to the mothereonntry, should 
bo passed by tho Home Government with- 
out the power of veto being placed in the 
hands of the colonies affected by the poli- 
cy [ii-ODnsiMl. He hiijied th(^ time would 
ooiiic, aud tlial. lint, in (ho fur distanee, 
wlicii ri-]ir('st'nlalives from Canada, as 
well ail other c'dloiiii's, u (jul(l sit in Lon- 
don, as tho most central position, ami 
havo a voice in broad questions of policy 
affecting all portions of tho Empire. Ho 
didn't thiidc a doelaratiou of war ought to 
be made, or a treaty of ])oaee contracted, 
without tho colonii's being consulted. 
Some treaties of i)ea('o had been conclud- 
ed — liO would not refer to anyone in iiar- 
ticular —which h(! could safely say wore 
neither saii-sfaefory at Home nor tu thoj-o 
colonies whose iiitm'ests were airected by 
their provisions. He thou.'jht Canada ought 
not to wait until a proposal to grant colo- 
nial representation should come from the 
Imperial I'arlianient, but tho people of 
this country ought boldly to knock at the 
doors of the Imperial chambers and de- 
maud the right of having a voice in tho 
affairs of thfe Empire."^' 

British Coiumbia and Ih- 
, tendi ng Se ttlers. 

(From tho Sail Fnaiidaco BuncHn.) 

Tlio iiresent riiliupf powers in Bri 
tish Columbia an; very anxious to oh 
tain settl<!rs for that Province, a 
very huidablc ambition if tlioy con- 
line themselves to . the overcowded 
countries of Europe, but not so lauda- 
ble when an attemjjt is made to draw 
oir omif;raats fioin Kuch a spiir.scly set- 
tled Slate as Culiforia, by means of 
roprcscutatioiis such as are claimed 
by those ■who havo gone 
thither. Vox some few mouths past 
placards bave been extensively posted 
in San Francisco, advising^ those in 
search of a permanent boiiio to depart 
with all possible speed for tliis so- 
called paradise of the Pai iiic. Among 
other indiieouionts held out are, a free 
grant of '25() acres of land, high wages 
and plenty of eniploymoid. Wo have 
liithorto refr.uiied from noticing this pro- 
selytizing attemiit to carry off a portion of 
our population, because we thought there 
wore sufflciont reminiscences among our 
citizens of tho Fra.ser River excitement 
and tho Cariboo diggings to prevent the 
gilded bait from being swallowed. We 
liiid, however, that sonii," of our more re- 
cent arrivals, who were not familiar with 
the hardshu).-! encountered by those led 
away by the British Columbia excitement 
a few year.s ago, have, been induced to 
break up their homes in California to woo 
Danii; Fort uue under the Cross of Ht. 
George. A few of these, with tlio bitter 
exi)erience of those who tried Fraser l!i- 
ver, have now returned to San Francisco, 
and tiii>y ask the lliil.'i t'n, as a matter of 
kindneis and as a duty to those who aro 
debating the prospect of oniigrating, 
to call attention to tin! fact that the ad- 
vantages of British (Nduuibia only exist 
in tli(! imagination of tho writer of the pla- 
card and the couipiler of tho book on em- 
igration. One (if these informs us. that 
the land grant of 2.50 acres is all moon- 
shine, the Provincial Government not 
having yet rcoivod the sanction of the 
Dominion govornment torn U^e it. Further 
that employment is scari'e, thai, v,a;^es 
are mneh lower than in San yimicisco, 
anil that thore do/.ens of persons who have 
lieeii deluded away from C^alifornia under 
niisre|)resentat ion who would be glad to re- 
turn. Caiiforntii may not meet the ex- 
pectation of all wlio arrive here.
